The Royal Academy of Music Club is signally honoured in the accept- 
ance of the office of President during 1938 by Sir James Jeans the distinguished 
physicist, and the gratification of all its members is enhanced by a sense that 
the event is opportune. 


The recent publication cf Sir James’s Science and Music was timely. 
What music, at évery step in its progress, has owed to science is obvious, in 
some respects at any rate, though it is not always remembered. Not all 
musicians indeed are immediately concerned with the “ whys ” and “ hows ” 
of their art or in the study of physical science generaily, though instances are 
not wanting of scientist-musicians and musician-scientists. Organists have 
stepped down from their bench and professors have left their Academy 
class-room to set up their telescope and mount to the stars. Herschel so far 
forgot his Sesquialtera and the Octagon Chapel at Bath as to become Astrono- 
mer Royal. 


But the vast extension of the franchise in the world of music due to 
the application of science to the electrical production, transmission 
and reproduction of musical sound, has enormously widened the circle 
and multiplied the number of inquiring minds. 


The literature of the subject cf the physical bases of sound is not ex- 
tensive in this country. Earnest students: have known their Tyndall, and 
their Helmholtz (through A. J. Ellis), and there are more recent works and 
a few shorter text-books intended for the use of examination candidates. 
But Sir James jeans's book will have a much wider appeal and its readers 
will include that mysterious person known as “the ordinary listener °° by 
reason of its lucid and non-technical style. He tells us at the outset that he 
assumes no previous knowledge either of science or of mathematics upon the 
part of his readers. The bock has already gained wide acceptance on beth 
sides of the Atlantic. | 


Musicians who enjoy the friendship of Sir James tell us that his know- 


ledge of music, and organ music in particular, is immense, and that they 
often find themselves out of their own depth in any subject embarked upon. 


He plays the organ himself but can seldom be induced to do so before even 
the smailest audience. Many weli-known musicians have becn frequent 
guests at his charming house at the foot cf Box Hill, Dorking, where two 
organs are installed. One is a modern 3-manual instrument by Hill and is 


built in the music room which was specially planned and constructed to 
embody the most recent scientific discoveries in acoustics. The other organ 


is a most interesting baroque example of 2 manuals with English tracker — 


action but with all the pipes scaled and voiced in Germany in imitation ox 
the work of Silbermann, the famous seventeenth-century organ builder. 
This instrument was built specially for the use of Lady Jeans, who before 
her marriage was Fr. Susi Hock, famous as a concert organist in Vienna. She 
had been heard in this country at the Cambridge Handel Festival in 1934, 
at York Minster and elsewhere, and specialises i in the performance of Bach 
and pre-Bach composers. 


Of Sir James’s good nature and readiness to help others, all who know 
him—and many who do not—can bear witness. Dr. C. S. Lang, of Christ's 
Hospital, tells us that on one occasion when Sir James visited the school to 

hear the superb organ in the chapel there, he was asked, without previous 
notice, if he would speak to the boys. Dr. Lang remarks that it is not every- 
one who would or could so keep an audience of boys enthralled for an hour 
by a talk about the stars. 


The theory has been advanced- 一 and it is one which examination proves 
to be less startling than it appears at first sight—that music is a manifesta- 
tion of the mathematical mind. However that may be, some of us will feel 
in regard to certain things done nowadays in the name of music, that had 
Sir James Jeans been at the elbow of those responsible, they might have 

learned that what outrages Nature is not Art. 


Mr. Tobias Matthay’s 80th Birthday 


The pleasure and gratification occasioned by this happy anniversary 
have been fully shared by Mr. Matthay’s friends at the Royal Academy, 
many of whom were present at the birthday-party held at Cowdray Hall 
on February 17th. Their sentiments on this occasion were eloquently voiced 
by Dr. Marchant, who spoke of the sixty-five years’ connection of Mr. Matthay 
with the Academy, as Student, Professor, Member of the Committee of 
Management and Fellow, and of the strong ties of mutual affection by which 
both are still bound. Miss Myra Hess spoke feelingly of all that she owed 
to “ her only teacher,” not only in musical matters, but also in the inspira- 
tion of his personality. It was a great delight to all present to see “ Uncle 
Tobs ” in such splendid form. In accepting the gift of a Bechstein grand 
pianoforte hé promised to do his best to wear it out, so that he might require 
another new instrument on his ninetieth birthday !

Review Week—December, 1937 


While considerations of space preclude anything more than the briefest 
report of the above, it is well that its main features should be placed on 
record. The Principal’s Address to the Students, in the course of which the 
importance of co-operation and discipline in Academy activities was stressed, 
proved as popular and successful as that of a year ago : the hope is generally 
expressed that this Address may become an annual fixture. Mr. Denis 
Arundell’s lecture on Purcell’s setting of words was both informative and enter- 
taining. The visit of Dr. Dyson will be remembered not only for the en- 
lightening commentary on the fifth Symphony of Sibelius which formed the 
main part of his talk but also for the hearty welcome given by all to the new 
Director of the R.C.M. 


Dr. H. S. Lowery illustrated his lecture on Some psychological aspects 
of music by gramophone records specially designed to test classes of children 
in matters of pitch and rhythm. Mr. Francis Dodd’s lecture on The making 
of a picture served to emphasize the similarity of many of the problems which 
the painter and the composer have to solve: the masterly analysis of da 
Vinci’s Last Supper, with which this lecture concluded, will not readily be 


. forgotten by those who were privileged to experience it. Of Mr. Douglas 


Kennedy’s talk on English Folk Song and Folk Dance (illustrated by members 
of the English Folk Song and Folk Dance Society), one need only say that it 
had an extraordinarily bracing effect and that one came away from it with 
a deepened consciousness cf the significance of our national musical heritage. 

The special “ departmental ” talks were given on this occasion by Miss

Two Visitors. 1838—1937 


Developments in organised musical education are necessarily gradual 
and not to be apprehended fully by those taking part at any one period. 
They are best seen in the perspective which time and distance can give. 
The two following accounts of work and conditions at the R.A.M. are not 
less interesting for the contrast shown in the point of view of the witnesses 
than for the descriptions which they give. 


We are indebted for the first (taken from a contemporary musical 
periodical) to Mr, T. B, Knott, F.R.A.M., and for the second to a former 
student. 


I. A Visit to The Royal Academy of Music 
From “ The Recollections of a Dillitante.”” The Musical World, 1838 


So little do the Londoners know of their neighbours that I was mis- 
directed to the Music Rooms, Hanover Square” instead of the Academy.] 
However, I heard at a distance some musical sound ; I thought a bear was 
dancing in the street. Proceeding to the spot I found the place I was in 
search of. Having rapped at the door, for the life of me I could not recollec 
the name of the boy. “ Did he sing or play?” I was asked. I could not 
tell. “I might take a peep into the different rooms and see if I could find him.” 


In a large apartment were near twenty pupils strumming upon as many 
pianofortes, producing an incessant jingle. In the singing room they were 
sol-faing in every kind of voice. Such a Babel I never wish to hear again. 


We then visited the violin departments, the horrid scraping of which 
I could not endure. The horns were in a double closet, the oboes and flutes 
in the garret and the trumpets in a cockloft under the skylight. In a small 
out-office in the yard the drummer was at work and near him the trombone 
was darting his instrument down a long’entry. In returning I was mightily 
struck by a loud voice practising a shake shut up in a shower-bath. My 
youth I could not find, but, just as I was departing the porter bethought 
himself on the fagotto, when lo ! on opening a door I beheld the object of my 
search on the cellar i pumping on his bassoon with all his might in the 
dark. |

II. A page from the Diary of an ex-student visiting 
the R.A.M., after an absence of six years in South 
Africa 


Tuesday, December 7th, 1937. | 

11.15 a.m. At last the moment had arrived and I was on the threshold 
of the R.A.M.! On entering, my first impression was one of curious silence. 
True, a subdued buzzing of voices came from the direction of the Students’ 
Waiting Rooms and I recognised Hallett’s voice answering a query. Upon 
investigation 1 found him hidden discreetly in his new alcove around the 
corner ! 


No groups of students stood in the passageway talking animatedly as 
they were wont to do in spite of Charley’s ‘ Silence, please!’ Gone too, 
were the Notice Boards from the Entrance Hall. It was only as I was 
descending the stairs to the basement that a wave of babbling voices reached 
me and I hastened to join the throng of eager students pushing their way 
into the Restaurant. Here the noise was terrific! I was hailed by a fellow 
student of my “ 1931 G.R.S.M. course ” days. Seated at a table, we tried 
to exchange news above the din, but in vain. How at home one felt, revelling 
in the atmosphere of good fellowship and bonhomie! This, I mused, must 
surely be one of the founts from whence springs the amazing sympathy and 
understanding amongst musicians of so many nationalities, irrespective of 
creed or politics. 


3 p.m. in the Dukes Hall. How thrilling to hear again the Students’ 
Orchestra under the baton of Sir Henry. Wood. To my delight several 
students of the Conducting Class were put through their paces, and I was 
impressed by the precision of attack and clear beats. No ambiguousbaton 
movements here to spoil clarity of expression and outline. Upon inquiry, 
I was interested to hear about the enormous strides the Conducting Class 
has made of recent years. Unfortunately, being the last week of term, there 
is no likelihood of my hearing Chamber Music, String Ensemble playing or 
Choral work. 


On my way to the Secretary’s room for an interview, I was shown 
another innovation—the new Waiting Room for the use of visitors to the 
Academy. This is a distinct acquisition. In it hang three paintings—the 
work of three well-known personalities at the R.A.M. What an Art Gallery 
of the future, if all the talent to be found amongst the professors and staff. 
is used to the full! | 


The high light of this day of days was the privilege afforded me by the 
Secretary, of meeting the new Principal, Dr. Stanley Marchant, at luncheon. 


_ Memories of his cheery encouragement in the early days of the G.R.S.M, 


course Crowded upon me as well as snatches of his lectures on Class Singing 
and Conducting, which to this day are a source of inspiration to me in 
lectures to my own students in South Africa. | | 

It was time to leave, and as I made my way out of this “ mother ” 
institution, so cherished by those of us who, although destined to carry on 
the traditions of music in strange and distant places, are proud to remember 
we were once students of this well-loved Royal Academy of Music. Floreat 
Alma Mater!

THE R.A.M. CLUB 


NAME. 
I.—The name of the Club shall be ‘ THE R.A.M. CLUB.” 


OBJECTS. 


II.—The objects of the Club shall be the promotion of social 
intercourse amongst members, who shall be (a) Past Students, (b) 
Students, (c) Others who have been or are connected with the Institu- 
tion, by (i) Musical Meetings, (ii) Dramatic Performances, (iii) Other 
Social Events, (iv) Recreation, (v) The provision of a Club Room. 


MEMBERSHIP. j 


I1I.—Membership shall be open to the President, Vice-Presidents, 
Directors, Principal and Warden of the Royal Academy of Music ; to 
Members of the Committee of Management, Honorary Officers, Pro- 
fessors, Honorary Fellows, Honorary Local Representatives, the 
Secretary, the Lady Superintendent, and past and present students. 
The Committee shall have power to consider nomination to membership 
of other persons connected with the work of the Academy. 


CLASSIFICATION OF MEMBERS. 


IV.—Members shall be Town, Country, Overseas or Honorary 
Members. Town Members shall be those residing within a radius of 
twenty miles of Charing Cross; Country Members shall be those 
residing beyond that distance. Overseas Members shall be those residing 
outside Great Britain and Ireland. There is no residential qualification 
for Honorary Members. All Present Student Members shall be considered 
as Town Members. 


CONTINUANCE OF MEMBERSHIP. 


V.—A Member shall be entitled to continue membership notwith- 
standing the relinquishment, subsequent to election, of any position 
which constituted eligibility. On leaving the Academy, students 
belonging to the Club automatically become either ‘ Town,” Country ” 
or ‘‘ Overseas ” Members. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


VI. There shall be three classes of annual subscriptions: (a) Town 


Members, Ten Shillings and Sixpence; (6) Country Members, Five 
Shillings, (c) Present Students, Five Shillings. Overseas Members shall 
pay a single subscription of One Guinea in lieu of an annual subscription. 
When visiting London, they will be admitted to the Pres of full 
membership. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS DUE. 


VII.—Subscriptions shall be due in advance on the Ist of January in 
each year. Any Member failing to pay the amount by the 3ist of March 
following may be struck off the books of the Club at the discretion of 
the Committee, but such a Member shall be liable for the subscription 
for the current year. Subscribing Members are not entitled to any of 
the privileges of the Club until the subscription has been paid. 


| RESIGNATION. 


VIII.—A Member wishing to resign from the Club must give notice 
in writing to the Honorary Secretary on or before the 31st of December, 
or be held liable for the subscription for the ensuing year. 


OFFICERS. 


IX.—The Officers of the Club shall consist of the President, Vice- 
Presidents, the Chairman of Committee, an Honorary Treasurer, an 
Assistant Honorary Treasurer, an Honorary Secretary and an Assistant 
Honorary Secretary. 


MANAGEMENT. 


X.—Thé management of the Club shall be vested in a Committee. 
The procedure for the election is described in Rule XVIII. For all 
purposes other than that described in Rule BIG five shall form a 
quorum. 


The Committee shall delegate such business of the Club as they 
think desirable to a Sub-Committee of Student Members (to be elected 
as described in Rule XIX). 


The Committee may appoint other Sub-Committees for special 
purposes. 


All Sub-Committees shall report by minute to the Committee. 


FINANCE. 


XI.—The Committee shall cause proper books of accounts to be 
kept with respect to :-all sums of money received and expended by the 
Club and the matters in respect of which such receipts and SESTO 
take place ; the assets and liabilities of the Club. 


XII.—The books of accounts shall be kept at the Royal Academy 
of Music or at such other place or places as the Committee think fit, and 
shall always be open to inspection by members of the Committee. 


XIII.—The Committee shall once in every year cause to be prepared 
and to be laid before the Club in General Meeting such income and 


-expenditure accounts together with the audited balance-sheet. 


XIV.—A copy of every balance-sheet which is to be laid before the 
Club in General Meeting, together with a copy of the Auditor’s report, 
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shall, not less than seven days before the date of the meeting, be sent 
to all persons entitled to receive notices of General Meetings of the Club. 


XV.—The Committee is empowered to employ a person to act in 
the capacity of Accountant. 

The Accountant may prepare cheques for signature by the Hon. 
Treasurer or the Assistant Hon. Treasurer, and shall furnish a statement 
for each item of expenditure. 

The Accountant shall prepare a statement of accounts made up toa 
week before each ire ree Meeting, which Meeting x À request he 
shall attend. ` 


_XVI.—The Auditors appointed by the Club shall complete their 
work at least fourteen days before the date of the Annual General 
Meeting. The accounts shall then be approved and signed by the Hon. 
Treasurer and/or the Assistant Hon. Treasurer and submitted at the 
Annual General Meeting of the Club. 


ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


XV IT.—AIl Officers shall be elected as described in Rule XXIII 
at an Annual General Meeting of the Club, and shall assume office 
immediately on election. 

The office of President shall be held for one year only. 

The office of Chairman of Committee shall be held for two years. 


The Honorary Treasurer, the Assistant Honorary Treasurer, the 
Honorary Secretary and the Assistant Honorary Secretary shall retire 
annually, but shall be eligible for re-election. 


COMPOSITION AND ELECTION OF COMMITTEE. 


XVIII.—The Committee shall be elected at the Annual General 
Meeting as described in Rule XXIII and shall consist of twelve members 
(of whom not less than nine shall be past students). Student members 
are not eligible for election to this Committee. The following officers 
are ex-officio members of the Committee: The President, the Principal 
of the R.A.M., the Chairman of Committee, the Honorary Treasurer, 
the Assistant Honorary Treasurer, the Honorary Secretary and the 
Assistant Honorary Secretary. 


The four senior members shall retire in each year, and shall not be 
eligible for re-election to the Committee for a period of twelve months. 


COMPOSITION AND ELECTION OF STUDENTS’ SUB-COMMITTEE. 


XIX.—The Committee shall empower the Student Members to 
elect a Students’ Sub-Committee in the Michaelmas Term of each year 
to serve during the Academic year. This Sub-Committee shall consist 


_of twelve Student Members and shall elect one of its number to act as 


Honorary Secretary of the Sub-Committee. The Honorary Secretary of 
this Sub-Committee shall attend meetings of the Committee if invited 
to do so. 


NOMINATION. 


XX.—The Committee shall make nominations to the offices of 
President, Vice-President, and Chairman of Committee, to be submitted 


.to the Annual General Meeting. 


Nominations to the Committee and other vacant offices must be 
sent by members at least five clear days before the date of the Annual 
General Meeting at which these elections are to take place. 
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CASUAL VACANCIES. 


XXI.—Any vacancy that may occur before the Annual General 
Meeting on the Committee or in any office mentioned in Rule XVII 
may be filled by the Committee, or, with reference to its own membership, 
by the Students’ Sub-Committee, but the member so appointed shall 
not serve for a longer period than the vacated term. 


MEMBERS OF COMMITTEE FAILING TO ATTEND. 


XXII.—In the event of any ordinary Member of the Committee 
or Sub-Committees failing to attend four consecutive meetings, the 
Committee shall have power to declare his place vacant, and to fill 4 
in accordance with Rule XXI. 


ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 


XXIII.—An Annual General Meeting of the Club shall be held in 
January on such a day as the Committee shall appoint in order to 
receive the Report of the Committee, to pass the Balance Sheet, to 
elect Officers and Committee, to appoint Auditors, and to transact any 
other necessary business. 

At this meeting Student Members are not ei to vote for the 
election of Officers and Committee. 

An Annual Meeting of Student Members shall be held in the 
Michaelmas Term on such a day as the Committee shall appoint, in 
order to elect a Students’ Sub-Committee for the ensuing year, and to 
transact any other necessary business. 


Fifteen Members shall form a quorum at any General Meeting. 


EXTRAORDINARY GENERAL MEETING. 


XXIV.- The Committee shall have power to summon at any time 
an Extraordinary General Meeting of non-Student Members, and shall 
be bound to do so within one month after the receipt of a requisition, 
addressed to the Hon. Secretary, and signed by at least fifteen non- 
Student Members whose subscriptions are not in arrear, provided that 
such requisition clearly states the object for which the meeting is to 
be called. 


NOTICES. 


XXV.—At least fourteen days’ notice of any General Meeting shall 
be given, and the business to be transacted shall be stated. 


CANDIDATES. 


XXVI.— Applications for membership shall be made in writing on. 


a form to be obtained from the Honorary Secretary. Every candidate 
must be proposed and seconded by a member of the Club. The Com- 
mittee is empowered to ask for further information from the proposer 
and seconder should it be deemed necessary. 


ELECTION. 


XXVII.—The election of Members shall be by ballot by the 
Committee, and shall be decided by a majority of votes. The Chairman 
of the Meeting shall not exercise his casting vote for this purpose. À 
rejected candidate shall not be eligible for six months. | 
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NEw MEMBERS. 


XXVIII.—On election, a Member shall receive notice, together with 
a copy of the Rules and a request to pay to the Hon. Treasurer of the 
Club the annual subscription. Should it not be paid within three months 
from the date of application, it shall be at the discretion of the Com- 
mittee to cancel the election. 


be HONORARY MEMBERS. 
| XXIX.—The Committee shall have power to nominate any 
distinguished musician as an Honorary Member of the Club. The 
election shall only take place upon the affirmative vote of at least 
three-fourths of the Members present and voting at a General Meeting. 


ADDRESSES. 


XXX.—Members shall furnish their addresses or those of their 
Bankers or agents to the Hon. Secretary, and the notices sent to such 
addresses shall be considered as duly delivered. 


POWER OF EXPULSION. 


XX XI.—The Committee shall have power to summon at a fort- 
night’s notice any Member whom it may appear undesirable to retain 
in the Club. Should the person so summoned fail to appear, or to give 
a satisfactory explanation to the Committee, his or her name shall be 
removed from the list on the affirmative votes of two-thirds of those 
present. For this purpose a quorum of nine shall be necessary. 


VISITORS. 


XX XII.—Members may introduce guests to the Club and to Social 
Meetings of the Club upon such conditions as the Committee may from 
time to time determine. 


ANNUAL DINNER. 


XX XITI.—There shall be an Annual Dinner to be held during the 
Academic Year. 


MAGAZINE. 


XXXIV.—A copy of the Royal Academy of Music Magazine, issued 
three times a year, shall be sent to all Members. 


ALTERATION OF RULES. 
XXXV.—These Rules shall not be altered or rescinded except at 
an Extraordinary General Meeting of the Club. 


These Rules take effect from December 10th, 1937, and cancel all 
Rules previous to this date and any resolutions hitherto made.
